DOVLCSTOWH. 


. The investigation into the charges made 
by Rev. Alexander Alison concerning tbe 
presence of speakeasies in the borough of 
Bristol began here on Saturday before 
Judge Yerkes, and occupied the greater 
part of the day. No doubt the result of 
tho investigation wag a great relief tn Di. 
A lison, who was placed in an embarasslng 
pouition, he having stated that the town 
was infested with some 30 or 40 places en- 
gaged in violating the liquor law. Dr. Ali- 
son qualified his statements somewhat as 
reported in the Gazette, but admitted that 
the report was practically correct. 
He 


would not f&y, however, that it »as an un- 
equivocal statement that ho had made, 
and so was reduced to the plight of repud- 
iating the report to tbafextent. The out- 
come of the case will no doubt be the ar- 
rest of two parties alleged to conduct 
questionable pieces. There was quite an 
array of witnesses and spectators when the 
hearing began. Dr. Alison took the stand 
and was examined by Judge Yerkee. ~ He 
finally stated that he had no personal 
knowledge of any violation of the law, but 
bad accepted the statement of Councilman 
Charles M. Guyon, Chairman of the Police 
Committee, that the town contained about 
80 places of the character referred to, Dr. 
Alison said there had been a project on 
foot to organize a law and order society. 
The court inquired what was the purpose 
of this when it stood ready to punish vio- 
lations of the law. Dr. Alison explained 
that the authorities desired the support of 
tbe public, which could best oe manifest- 
ed in this manner. Councilman Guyon was 
then called. He, too, had hearsay evi- 
dence, and admitted that he could pro- 
duce no direct evidence of the existence of 
speakeasies. Frequently, however, citi- 
zens, mostly women, would appeal to him 
to prevent the sale of liquor to their hus- 
bands and sons, and in pursuit of this and 
the duties of bis office he learned of a 
great many places of unsavory reputation, 
bnt had no positive evidence that they were 
violating the law. Mr, Guyon furnished 
the court with quite a list of these places. 
It looked for a time as though tbe case was 
about to fall through. Finally Officer 
John W. Wilkinson was called to tbe stand. 
Officer Wilkinson has a faphion of using 
pretty plain language, and he had not been 
on the stand two minutes before he in- 
volved one, Matthow Moll, who, he said, 
kept a regular ranch. Other witnesses 
followed with statements corroborating 
Officer Wilkinson, and all tending to 
show that drunkenness and disorderly con- 
duct was a common occurrence at Moll's 
place. It was also stated that Constable 
Rue, 
who patrols that locality has never 


seemed to discover anything wrong at the 
Moll place. The next citizen involved was 
Andrew Jeffries, who was also alleged to 
conduct a place of questionable character. 
It appeared from the statement of Officer 
Wilkinson and others that there was great 
difficulty in inducing citizens to appear 
against offenders. 
Officer Wilkinson said 


plans had been discussed several times to 
moke a general haul at the Moll house. 
While this testimony \vas being taken tbe 
case brightened up considerably for Dr. 
Alison «nd Councilman Guyon. The latter 
received a rather sharp Jecture from the 
Court for not acquiting evidence aud pros- 
ecuting the parties instead of .going to Dr. 
Alison in the matter. However, the clergy- 
man appeared to be not entirely mistak- 
en, and the result will be in the direction 
of breaking up the speakeasy business if it 
really prevails to any extent. Tbe court 
directed that the parties interested lodge 
information in the regular way through a 
Justice of the Peace, and stated that they 
could call upon tbe court stenographer for 
the notes taken in the hearing. Therefore 
the matter terminated happily for all con- 
cerned except the proprietors of the alleg- 
ed whiskey joints. Quite a number of Bris- 
tol citizens were present at the hearing. 
One of them evidently had little difficulty 
in finding whiskey here, for he got in that 
state that he felt it incumbent upon him 
to take a band in the case, which resulted 
in his going tb jail until Tuesday morning 
for being drunk in court. 


An interesting meeting of teachers of 


the Bucks County Sunday School Associa- 
tion was held at the Presbyterian church 
last week, the session taking the form of an 
institute, which was addressed by Mrs. 
J. Wood bridge Barnes, Secretary of the 
State Association. Tbe Bucks County As- 
sociation is preparing for very active work 
during tbe coming year.

The rail- 
road official who explained the proposed 
scheme at the tlire it was brought up in 
council stated afterwards that had he not 
supposed-that the abolition of grade cross- 
ings was desired by the people of Tully- 
town he would have never taken the time 
and trouble to interest himself m the 
matter and that neither he nor the rail- 
road company would ever take the matter 
up unless the people of Tullytown desired 
It. The corpse was laid away on a shelf 
not to be put into active service again un- 
til just before the county convention last 
fall when it was trotted out to serve as a 
factor in a factional fight in the republi- 
can party. 
An ordinance was presented 


to council and referred to the solicitor or 
tabled or disposed of In^ gome way. The 
agitation was started.

R 
few 


weeks the county convention was held. 
No one had any further use for the corpse 
and it was supposed that some kind heart- 
ed person had given it a decent burial. 
Bit lo! and behold! one of the candidates 
for the spring election had embalmed it 
and the day after the party caucuses 
pushed the poor battered mummy into the 
political arena. As of yore it had its ef- 
fect and the mummy manipulator waxec 
joyful It is alleged he posted one of the 
other candidates to get out and shout 
against bridge, for the old bridge corpse 
was a sure winner. 


Now the issues before the council at 


this election are the trolley road and the 
extension of the sidewalk system, anc 
good people of Tullytown, if you will 
scratch off the anti-bridge vaneer of the 
men who are doing the squealing yon will 
find in each and every case'an opponent to 
both of these improvements. "You can 
fool ell the people some of the time, and 
some of the people all the time," but al 
this particular time the people of Tully- 
town are fn favor of the trolley road and 
the extension of sidewalk improvements 
and will not be fooled by a false issue.

borrowed pulpit that Bristol was disgraced 
by the presence of "thirty or tort} speak- 
easies" which he Inferred were permitted 
to exist bv civil officials and professional 
politicians, Dr. Alexander Alison, pastor 


f the Bristol Presbyterian Church, wa» 
summoned into court on last Saturday to 
give testimony in corroboration of his pub- 
lic statement!. 


After being afforded every opportunity 


and ample 
time 
to substantiate the 


charges, themnltltndinous number of cases 
of violation of the liquor laws, dwindled 
down to one disordorlv house, where li- 
quor was imbibed, but nol sold, two 
places, where from a mass oi testimony it 
was found hard cider had been purchased, 
and one case where a stableman sold a 
half-pint of rum on Sunday. 


These are the dens that through a min- 


ister's powerful imagination and woeful 
exaggeration ha\e caused Bristol to be 
looked upon by outsiders and those not 
familiar with the peculiar arts of local 
pulpit oratory, as a place to be f voided 
by respectable citizens. 


At Dr. Alison's personal request one of 


Bristol's most honored citizens, whose in- 
tegrity and correctness in matters of de- 
tail do not permit of the slightest ques- 
tion, was present during tbe delivery of 
the Thanksgiving Day sermon and took a 
stenographic report of the f discourse, 
which was accurately transcribed and, 
upon request, published in the Gazette.

The following, which was the subject 


matter of investigation at court on Satur- 
day is reprinted from the report of the 
Thanksgiving Day sermon for the purpose 
of emphasizing its correctness.

• There has been talk lately In some of 
the papers of the eastern State* of a pro- 
ject of building a city somewhere in the 
United States, probably in one of the new- 
er western States, that should be the 
model city of the whole world. 


The site to be selected is to have every 


advantage of transportation facilities, 
water supply, etc., to begin with. The 
platfof the city is to be completed before 
a building is to be erected, so the streets 
and park* should be adequate, and location 
of business bouses, dwelling*, public of- 
fices, schools, Ac., should be the best 
possible. The public utilities, such as 
street car lines, water works, gas works, 
telephones, electric light plant*, and all 
other franchise* are to be the property of 
the city, held for the benefit of all the 
people, thus saving the enonnonl expense 
for such things that is usually paid to 
great corporations. 


The building of mob a city wa* not 


practicable in farmer years, but is be- 
llewd to he practicable now, and if-un- 
dertaken and carried to success may help 
to solve some of the hardest problem* in 
the government of every great city,— 
Cadiz (Ohio) Republican. 


The mistake in the expression, "these 
ind," is also one of syntax, Instead of a 
ack of agreement between a verb and its 
subject, as it the case of "he don't," we 
lave a lack of aweement between a noun 
and the adjective which modifies or limits 
t. "This" and "that" ere demonstrative 
adjectives; that is, adjectives that point 
out 
"This" points out an object near 


he speaker, "that" an object farther re- 
moved from him. These two adjectivas 
are the only ones in English that have a 
special form for the plural, the plural 
forms of the two words being respectively 


these" and "those." According to the 


rule that adjectives agree in gender and 
number with the nouns that they modify, 
we must use the form "this" or "that" if 
the demonstrative modifies a singular, 
and "these" or "those" if ^t"modifies a 
plural noun. "Kind," of course, is sing- 
alar, the plural of it being "kinds." 
Therefore we say correctly, "this kind," 


these kinds," and "that kind," "those 
kinds"; and we speak as ungrammatically 
in saying "these kind" or "those kind" 
as if we were to say "these boy" or "those 
boy." 


What follows the noun has no influence 


on the construction here,as some persons 
falsely imagine. 
A plural noun after 


kind" does not make it correct to une a 


plural adjective before it. The sentences 


I like those kind of books" and "She 


doesn't care for those kind of curtains" 
sound better perhaps than "I like those 
kind" or "Those kind are her favorite," 
but they are equally incorrect, for the 
plural noun following "kind" has nothing 
to do with the construction of "those." 
It is right to say "I like those curtains," 
but instead of "I like those kind of cur- 
tains" we should say "I like that kind of 
curtain." 
Kind is mentioned here as 


typical of a group of words the rest of 
•which are flimiliarly but leea frequently 
misused; for example, "class," "sort," 
"species," "assortment." 
They are all 


collective nouns, which are grammatically 
singular, and call for tbe singular of any 
adjective-that modifies them. 
* * * 


Another mistake that is common, though 


not so common as "he don't" and "these 
kind,." is the USD of "a" after "kind of." 
Of course, the expressions "a kind of e 
good time," "kind of pretty," "a kind of 
a nice gril" and so forth are beneath criti- 
cism, though one hears them occasionally. 
"Kind of a" or "kind of" in these cases 
either should be omitted entirely, leaving 
the phrases "a eood time," "pretty," "a 
nice girl;" should be replaced by "rath- 
er," making them "a rather good time,' 
"rather pretty," '-'a rather nice girl." 
There is a use of "kind of," however, thai 
is justified, provided" that the phrase is not 
followed by "a"—namely, when we wist 
to use it before words taken in a general 
sense denoting a class. For example 
"What sort of a man is he?" "Whatkind 
of dog have you lost?" "What sort ol 
person do they Imitate!" "I like that 
kind of book," There is a temptation in 
these and similar cases to put b en "a" 
after "kind of" because the following 
noun is singular. "Man," "dog," "per- 
son" and "book" are singular, to be sure; 
but each is here the name not of .an indi- 
vidual, but of a class, and hence should 
not.be preceded by the indefinite article 
which limits it to an individual. 
There 


is a common-sense way of putting the ob- 
jection that appeals more strongly per- 
haps than this logical way. In such sen- 
tences as "I do not like that kind of 
book," to take one instance, the presence 
of the "a" spoils the meaning. 
When 


we say "that kind ot a book" our words 
presuppose an absurdity, for they imply 
that there can be several kinds of one 
book, which is manifestly impossible. 
But we may properly specify a certain 
kind of book and the phrase "that kind ol 
book" makes good sense, forwben the "a1' 
is left out "book" no longer means a sin- 
gle book, but IB the name of a whole c lass 
and includes all books and hence all varie- 
ties of books.

"Sanaa-easy" lawstlfatltaa. 


Editor Gazette:—I hare been deeply in- 


terested in the "speak-easy'^, investiga- 
tion because I felt, perhaps, some good 
might come of it from the fact It was led 
by one of our clergy. But It was rather, 
disappointing to have the affair tarn out 
pretty much as the Boor investigation 
here. Apparently some people have the 
faculty of making sensational and sweep- 
ing assertions which they are unable to 
substantiate. Among all the mischief- 
makers who disturb the social world, there 
is none so busy, so inveterate and irre- 
sponsible as thp.t ubiquitous person who 
declares, "I heard BO," or "they*ay,," or 
"I was misinterpreted." But it must be 
admitted that it.is a very convenient way 
to crawl out of statements that cannot be 
•verified. 
After the "spealc-easy" investi- 


gatonihad secured evidence against two 
of the law violators they were advised by 
the Judge to prosecute them. However, 
they turn around and urge the people to 
do the prosecuting on the plea that it is 
not adv.isable for clerzymen or even an 
organized church body to do so. If it is 
fit work for ministers of Christ to probe 
out theae'thihgs will some one enlighten 
me why it is wrong fo* them to prosecute 
-them? It strikes me from previous knowl- 
edge of^some of these "purifiers" they 
would like to have others do the work 
which they attempt to. lead .and then sit 
back after 'Others have accomplished it 
with the remark, "See what I did." 


A Law and Order Society was agitated 


some time ago, but owing to feeble re- 
sponse it was dropped. But I understand 
it is to be revived. It might, however, 
prove a good .thing. I would suggest .to 
begin withHhe pulpit and try to obtain 
law and order there.

They 
display an order of thought which is al- 
together incompatible with a true venera- 
tion of the Divine-Power. They: simply 
carry! into the pulpit those devices for 
claiming attention. It has not been un- 
common to discover ultimately some men- 
tal or moral unsoundness in men who de- 
part from the legitimate texts of the Bible 
in the hunt for subjects' that can be 
dressed up sensationally and alluringly or 
that smack of popular'gossip. At any 
rate it is a foolish method of -studying so- 
cial evils. I have often wondered what 
would the inspired Apostle who -wrote 
"Woe is unto me if I preach not the bos- 
pel! " think of 'their fantastic discourses 
full of everything but the Gospel. * * *
